In Case It Develops that Par-

St. Louis, July 2.—Hoke Smith, of Geor-

At police barracks Bone replied to a 
representative for The Constitution in 
a pleasant manner. He expressed a de- 
sire to be photographed by an artist 
‘for The Constitution alone, 
‘the fact that this paper had treated his 
case in, as he expressed it, a fair and 
‘square manner.

- Divisions Sent Against Fart 
fications of Stronghold, 
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Refugees Reaching Chefoo from Port 
Arthur Gay Wounded Soldiers 
Are Being Brought Into 
City by Hundreds from 
Attocked Points. 


Chefoo, July 2.—It has been Icarned 
here that a big battle was fought on 
land near Port Arthur on June 26 and 
June 27. 

The Japanese were successful and on 
the morning of the 28th they occupied 
certain heights within 10 miles of Port 
Arthur. 

The first Japanese division which suf- 
fered so heavily at the battle of Nan- 
shan hiil and the Eleventh division fresh 
from Japan were engaged. 

The Japanese losses have not been 
learned, but the Russians are said to 
have suffered ‘very heavily. 
HUNDREDS OF WOUNDED 

REACHING PORT ARTHUR 

Refugees who left Port Arthur yester- 
day and who have arrived here declare 
that wounded Russians were brought in 
by the hundreds. 

Other refugees from Pigeon bay assert 


that hundreds of wounded Russian soi- | 


diers were passing near the bay. The 
fact that the Russian wounded were seen 
at Pigeon bay, which is due west of Port 
Arthur, would indicate that the Japan- 
ese have advanced 


west coasts of the peninsula at the same | 


time. 
The two divisions which attacked 
Port Arthur were composed of 40,000 
men and an independent artillery corps. 
As a matter of precaution the Japan- 
ese have landed a division of 10,000 men 
on one of the Elliott. group of islands 
and on June 28 they landed the Sixth 
division of 20,000 men at Kerr bay. 
The Ejliott islands are about 65 mules 
northeast of Port Arthur, while Kerr 
bay is 36 miles from Port Arthur. 
These two divisions can be used to 
reinforce General Oku’s army near Kal 
Ping, on the west of the Liao-Tung pen- 
insula and about 40 miles sOuth of Niu- 
chwang, or the army under General 
Nogi, before Port Arthur. 
NEW ARTILLERY CORPS 
LANDED AT PORT ARTHUR 
During the presefit week three large 
and a number of small transports ar- 
rived at Port Dalny, with an independ- 
ent artillery corps, heavy siege guns 
and provisions for the Eleventh divis- 
lon. 
Foreigners who have arrived here froin 
Port Arthur and Japanese from Port 
Dalny agree as to the success of toc 
Japanese on land, and from the stories 
brought in by junkmen, it would ap- 
pear that the Japanese have, at least, 
good prospects of success at sea. Junk- 


men who have arrived from Port Dalny 


say they heard heavy firing all day yes- 
terday and until noon today, while junk- 
men from Port Arthur report that a 
portion of the Japanese have engaged 
the enemy at séa, 
returned to Port Arthur to cut off the 
retreat of the Russian warships, should 
retreat be found necessary. 

Foreigners who left Port Arthur yes- 
terday evening confirm the_ reports 
brought by Japanese that there are only 
four large Russian warships in Port 


Arthur. 


A dispatch to the “Associated Press, 
from Tokie, June 26, probably referred 
to the same engagement referred to 
above by the Chefoo correspondents. 
But it seems that Chik Wan Shan, Chit 
An Shan and Socho San, three forts on 
the southeast line of’ the Port Arthur 
defenses, were captured by the Japan- 
ese on Sunday, June 26, after an all day 
fight, which began with dn artillery 
duel.

RECORD HELD 
BY DELCASSE 


Has Served Six Years as 
French Foreign 
Minister. 


Paris, July 2.—Foreign Minister Del- 
casse today passed the sixth anniversary 
of his continuous service as minister of 
foreigh affairs. The event was notable 
as he is the first French foreign minis- 
‘ter to attain that length of service. 

The anniversary would have passed un- 
noticed had not Ambassador Porter ¢a]l- 
ed it to M. Deleasse’s attention. The 
date was vividly fixed on the ambassa- 
dor’s memory, as it marked the begin- 


j ning of the efforts of M. Delcasse and 
/himself to combat adverse French sen- 
| timent growing out of the Spanish-Amer- 
ilican war. M. Delcasse’s lengthy service 
‘is signifificant of the growing stability 
of French ministries, 

Heretofore the constant changes were 
recognized as serious defects in the 
French system, as they prevented con- 
tinuity of governmental policy. From 
1879 until M. Waldeck-Rousseau formed 
a cabinet there were twenty-eight French 
cabinets. M, de Freycinet had contin- 
uous service through four years, cover- 
jing five ministries. 
|holds the record for service, namely, 
iseven years, as minister of posts and 
telegraphs, but M. Ip2:i@isse is the first 
foreign minister having a lengthy ten- 
ure. 

France in this manner is taking pattern 
from the stability of Russia’s foreign 
system, in which there wer eonly tnree 
foreign ministers between 1813 and 1495, 
namely Nesselrode, Gortchakoff and De- 
Giers.

New York, July 2.—Henry Gardner, a 
stockholder.in the Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Company of America, has be- 
gun a suit in the supreme court against 
the gorporation and its directors in 
which he demands an accounting of the 
affairs of the company, an injunction rTe- 
straining the directors from making and 
disposing of its assets or from inter- 
fering in any way in its management, 
the appointment of a receiver for the 
company and for such other relief as 
the court may deem it is entitled to. 

The company was incorporated under 
the. laws of New Jersey with a capital 
of $6,100,000, but it is claimed that of 
this amount $6,190,000 has been issued 
and is outstanding. The plaintiff alleges 
that the defendants caused to be issued 
on March 2! last a statement or balance 
sheet in which it is set forth that on 
June 4, 1904, the company was owner 
of certain rights, privileges and contracts 
of the alleged value of $5,318,494, which, 
together with other items, made an 
equalization between the assets and lia- 
bilities. Gardner asserts that the di- 
rectors of the corporation have mis- 
managed its aifairs and wasted its as- 
He asks that they be replaced by 
other directors.

“Do you expect to have trouble in plac- 
ing this contract, Senor Calderon?”

“I do not know,” replied the Bolivian 
minister, “I shall first try the United 
States, and if your capitalists do not 
want it, shall then go to Germany, 
France or England. I have had assur- 
ances that it can be easily handled in 
London, Paris or Berlin. Indeed, there 
are London farties\ who would be glad 
to take the contract just now.

“I can show you best by laying them out 
upon the map,” said the minister, as he 
placed a chart of South America before 
me. ‘‘Here is Bolivia, a country more 
than ten times as big as your state of 
New York, shut off from the ocean by

bounded on the other side by the richest 
parts of Brazil and the Argentine Repub- 
lic. The country is chiefly made up o1 
ithe high plateaus and mountains of the 
|Andes, which are rich in all sorts of min- 
erals and are valuable also for agricul- 
,ture and stock raising. On the north- 
/western boundary lies Lake Titicaca, a 
‘great inland sea in the tops of the An- 
ides, now reached by a railway from Mol- 
dendo on the Pacific coast of Peru. Farther 
,over are the headwaters of the Beni river, 
about the cataracts of which Brazil has 
just contracted to build a railroad which 
will give Bolivia access to the Madeira 
and down that river to the Amazon and 
the Atlantic ocean. On the southeast is 
the Argentine Republic, with railroads 
almost to our boundary, and on the south 
and west Chile, with a railroad 600 miles 
long, connecting some of our richest min- 
eral regions with Antofagasta. That rail- 
road now crosses the Chilean desert and 
goes inland ‘to Oruro about 250 miles 
from La Paz.” 
To Open Up the Tin Mines. 

“We already have a railroad from the 
‘southern side of Lake Titicaca to La Paz. 
| Lake Titicaca has a good steamship ser- 
|vice and goods are now brought to Mol- 
lendo and tlfence carried up the moun- 
tains by rail to Lake Titicaca, and across 
|that lake by steamer and thence by road 
ito La Paz. We now propose to build a 
Tailgoad from La-Paz to Oruro connecting 
that gy with the present railroad sys- 
tem going down to the Pacific. 

“We shall also build branch lines from 
Uyuni to Potosi, one of the richest min- 
‘eral regions of the globe, and another 
‘line ta Tupiza to connect with the Argen-

Mr. Smith asked that an ex- 
pert be sent there at ance to look into 
the matter, and advise the planters a6 
to what should be done to stop the rav- 
ages of this pest. |

Entomologist Wilmon Newell, who will

state entomologist at present has no 
funds: with which to look after matters

New York, Julv 2.—(Speclel.)—One of 
the most encouraging signs of the times 
te that Julv disbursements for dividends 
including those yet to be made, are in 
the aggregate but sli¢ghtiv below those 
of January !. and probabiv less than 
4 per cent below those of a vear ago. 
. Interest payments are estimated as more 
than those six months and a year ago. 
The most significant thing about divi- 
dends is that while a good many of the 
newer concerns have reduced or ceased 
them being 
the United States Steel corporation com- 
‘mon dividend, calling for something over 
$5,000,000 quarterly, when it was on a 
4 per cent basis—increased payments by 
come of the older companies have gone 
far to make up for the shortcomings of 
the newer industrials. This shows clear- 
ly that some of the established corpora- 
tions, conservatively capitalized, have 
heer. able to hold their own, even in 
the face of contracting business all 
around them—or at least have had suf- 
ficient margin of profit to warrant their 
making larger dividend disbursements, 

Without going tnto the merits of any 
of these larger dividend payments it may 
be worth while to meniton four of the 
companies which have swelled their di- 
vidend payments. They are: The Amer- 
ican Smelting and Retining Company, 
whose common stock was placed on a 5 
per cent annual] basis since January I; 
lnited States Rubber Company, which 
resumed dividends on its preterred stock 
after several years’ intermission; Amer- 
fean Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
and Swift & Co., both of which increased 
their capital stock within the last year 
and in the aggregate are paying more di- 
vidend money. to their shareholders than 
before. 

Dividends of steam railroad companies 
as a whole have fallen off scareely any 
since January !, and by some are esti- 
mated asa little larger than a year ago. 
have all been made by 
minor companies. cither because of un- 
usual traffic conditions which could not 
have been foreseen, suct as the effect 
ef the lake strike, and the severe win- 
ter on Lake Erie and Western's busi- 
ness. which cut its net earnings In two, 
or because what appears to have been 
an unwarranted policy in the beginning 
had to be abandoned since compra.es 
previously paying dividends could not 
get more funds to continue payments. 
It is worth noting that street railways 
as a whole’ have held their own well.

Avenue railroad stock (of this city) was 
also paid on July |, after an intermis- 
sion of four years. ‘The latter incident 
ean hardly be taken as a sign of pros- 
perity. for this company is not earning 
the full dividend and some think its sur- 
plus contributes very little toward it. 

Street railroads as a whole promise 
to show good results, year in and year 
out, when not overcapitalized, and when 
they are conservatively managed. It is 
a conceded fact that travel in cities is 
less affected by contraction in general 
business than almost any other industry. 
‘There is a much greater disposition to 
economize in other lines than in street 
railway traveling. With a majority of 
people going to and trom business time 
is money and they must reach their 
destination promptly. Jay Gould once 
advocated a loop of the elevated lines 
along the Harlem river, as 
the Battery, thus making a complete 
circie: and he proposed allowing people 
to travel all the way round for a single 
fare of five cents. In commenting on the 
matter he said: 

“There are some people whoSe 
ic not worth anything at all, 1 presume, 
who would travel round and round such 
a loop all day. long, if they could do 
so by paying only a nickel, but I do not 
believe there are many such, and that 
we would not lose any money by having 
a continuous loop line around the city.

Supervise it. In order that the office 
thus turned out of doors by its parent, 
the government, might have some definite 
Standing, ft_was registered as a company 
and the council became the directors, 
though no dividends were paid, no trade 
carrieé on, and fhe only source of reve- 
mue wads the paitry government grant 
of $76,500°H yéar.

( (Special.)—Undoubtedly the most 
remarkable gir graduate of the 
s¢ason is Miss Helen Keller, who will re- 
ceive her bachelor’s degree from Rad- 
cliffe college next Tuesday. That she has 
passed the full four course with 
honors, in spite of being deaf, dumb and 
blind, and that she has done her work 
under precisely the same conditions as 
her more normal classmates who become 
bachelors of art at the same time, is 
proof of the extraordinary development in 
the so-called higher education of women 

during the past quarter a century 
Radcliffe, which now hecomes Miss Kel- 
ler’s alma mater, is the colfiege for wom- 
en affiliated to Harvard university and 
is the leva] successor of the Society for 
the Collegiate Instruction of Women, 
known to fame as the Harvard ‘‘Annex,” 
which was organized in 1879. Its pur- 
poses is to afford the college girls the 
Same systematic instruction by the same 
professors and teachers as their brothers 
and cousins find at Harvard. The rela- 
tionship between the woman's college 
and the great university, is peculiar. The 
requirements for admission to Radcliffe 
are the same as those for admission to 
Harvard; its courfes of instruction are 
identical with courses in the larger in- 
Stitution; the same examination papers 
are used when it is possible, and papers 
of the same standard always; the same 
teaching force is employed, and in some 
of the adaynced work men and women 
meet in the same classes.’ Yet the rela- 
tionship is In no sense coeducational 
and, although the Radcliffe degree repre- 
Sents exactly what a Harvard degree 
Stands for and is countersigned by Presi- 
dent Eliot. the governing boards of the 
college and the university are distinct. In 
other words. the university guarantees 
the standard of instruction to be its own, 
while the college alone is responsible for 

all matters of discipline and finance. 
In the last year, however, the connec- 
tion between the two institutions 
been made cloger, and at the commence-

Born in Alabama 
24 years ago, she had perfectly develop- 
ed faculties until when she was about 
three years old :.: illness deprived her 
of sight, speech and hearing. The train- 
ing which has made possible her quite 
unusual] scholarship began when Miss 
Sullivan of the Perkins institute for the 
Blind in Boston went south to undertake 
the education of the child who was then 
7 years old. Five years later Miss Kel- 
ler came to Massachusetts, where she 
has lived ever since with Miss Sullivan 
as a constant companion. Although she 
learned to speak, to hear by touch and 
fo see through the eyes of those about 
her under her teacher’s guidance she was 
put in the hands of a specia] tutor in 
greparing to enter college, and all the 
while she has been a student at Rad- 
cliffe she has dependent upon her own 
wonderful memory and her keen under- 
Standing to a much greater extent than 
the average coliege girl has to do. Miss 
Sullivan has been her ears, so to speak, 
sitting beside her in the class roo:in and 
lecture hall and repeating to her verba- 
tim, hour after hour. by the touch of 
her fingers on her pupil's hand every 
word that was said.

But a good deal of 
the collateral reading which forms such 
an important part of modern collegiate 
instruction was. not available in this 
shape; it was too lengthy to be specially 
written out, and Miss Sullivan has had 
little time to synopsise such supplemen- 
tary work. Nevertheless, Miss Keller 
has shown quite uncommon facility in 
writing her examination papers. 
Although her instructors have naturally 
taken a special kind of interest in. their 
blind pupil the Radcliffe authorities have 
made sure that the work would be judged 
by precisely the eame sianta-ds as that 
of other girls. The regular examination 
papers for the whole class have been re- 
produced for her benefit in ‘braille’ on 
the morning of the test by Miss Spooner, 
formerly of the Perkins Institution, who 
was selected for the work by the college 


authorities, and Miss Keller has written | 


her answers just as any 
would. using her own special typewriter, 

Although the tremendous difficulties of 
her college work have kept her busy, 
Miss Keller has found time to enter 
largely into the secial life of Radcliffe, 
which has many of the pleasanter char; 
acteristics of university life as distin- 
evished from that of the usual girls’ col- 
lege. She has been frequently seen at 
the gatherings of the Idler, the students’ 
elub to which practically all Radciiffe 
girls belong, and that she is one of the 
popular girls of her ciass is shown by 
her election as “lawyer’’ for the class 
dav exercises this week, after having 
served as viee president of her class in 
its freshman and senior years. 

Among Miss. Keller’s classmates a 
large proportion eome from nearby Cam- 


bridge, for the college has developed it- | 


self to university standards quietly and 
has assumed its present important posi- 
unobtrusively. -Nevertheless thirty- 
two states and two foréign countries—

nia. in which were involved several hun- 
dred thousand dollars, and which some 
charge were fraudulent.

traffic in America. The former had 
the time been laid twenty-one years and 
the latter about four years. The San 
Francisco superintendent of streets took 
for Commissioner Collier a block from 
the center of each street and the latter 
found them perfectly sound and almost 
@s fresh looking as new wood. He re- 
ported to the interior department regard- 
ing both streets that the surface was as 
regular as when the paving was first 
laid and that he could diseern no evi- 
dence of deterioration or wear in the 
blocks of either street. 

Commissioner Collier appears to be as 
well informed on all other kinds of pay- 
ing as he is upon the wooden blocks. Few 
articles wpon the subject printed during 
the past nine years, he says, 
caped his notice. 

Commissioner Collier has twice been 
elected to the very important office he 
now holds. He ts at present construct- 
ing a modern city prison for his depart- 
ment, which is to be entirely of concrete 
end which will surpass anything of its 
kind in the south with the exception of 
the new United States penitentlary in 
Atlanta. 

He is a progressive yet conservative of- 
ficial, a hard student and a worthy citj-

Last year we expended on Peachtree 
street over $1,900 on repairs; this year 
We find all those patches gone, and the 
| Street much worse than last year. 
“Topeka, Kans., so writes Mr. 
| Lovewell in the June edition of The 
|Municipal Journal and Engineer,” is face 
to face with such a situation. The city 
‘has laid on 7 miles of streets, 194,000 
square yards of asphalt paving. The 
larger portion is rapidly going to pieces 
in spite of the expenditure of $54,000 for 
repairs. In 1902 the repair bill -was 
$5,200, 1903, $7,500, and for economy 
sake only, the worst holes were repaired 
in each of these years. 

“To put the pavements into a fair con- 
dition at the present time would cost 
| $20,000 and as much more as could be 
spare .” 

“On several of our main streets,’’ con- 
tinues the same writer ‘‘the asphalt has 
become reduced to shreds and jpatches. 
I doubt the wisdom of further repairs, 
etr..”’ 

City Engineer McCabe, of Topeka, 
|Kans., says: "Most of our asphalt 
streets are in a deplorable condition. In 
my judgment, fhe city should either ap- 
propriate sufficient money to put asphalt 
in good condition or else abandon it and 
|afterwards resurface with some other 
material’ 
| In the same edition of the last named 
journal, under an editorial headed “New 
| York's Poor Pavements,’ we read: 
| “*‘When the facts, that over $11,000,000 
| Were appropriated for new “pavements 
and resurfacing worn-out ‘pavements in 
|New York city last year and that 
equal or greater amount will be appro- 
| priated for the current and = successive 
years, are considered in connection with 
| the condition of the streets of New York, 
'it is not at all unreasonable to conclude 
| that the people who foot the bills are not 
| getting the warth of their money. Only 
|a cursory inspection is required to show 
' that a vast majority of the streets are in 
a peor condition—’’ 
| ‘The more than 300 miles of asphalt 
| streets to be found in New York city 
| furnished additional evidence of the lax 
| methods which obtain, either on the part 
| of the contractors, or the city, or both, 
| for this style of pavement is always no- 
| toriously in a bad state of repairs in some 
| part of the city.’ 
| “The highway department, spurred on 
by the daily press, makes sporadic ef- 
| forts to enforce the specifications under 
| which the asphalt pavements were laid, 
| but the breaks in the pavements multiply 
| more rapidly than they can be repaired, 
| which continuously leaves a large pro- 
| portion of this kind of pavement in an 
unsatisfactory condition. At this time 
ijt ig noticeable to one traveling on a 
| street car from I"ifty-ninth and One hun- 
' dred and twenty-fifth street, that there 
are not a dozen blocks of asphalt pave- 
ment in all] the distance which are not 
in need of repairs. On Ninety-seventh 
street, where the maintenance guaranty 
has expired, between West End and Am- 
sterdam avenue, 
'in the asphalt surface which measures 
10 to 20 feet, and several others 8 by 10 
| feet-—all of which makes the street dan- 
| gerous—similar conditions can be found 
‘in many other localities,’’ 

Consolation for Atlanta. 

I have quoted from these writers in 
other cities for two reasons, the first to 
show that asphalt pavements are un- 
oertain, unsatisfactory and expensive, 
the second to show the good people of 
Atlanta that we are not quite in as de- 
|plorable a condition as are some of our 
more wealthy neighbors. We learn from 
ithe scientific journals that Chicago is 
'in a bad plight financially by reason of 
| the vast number of damage suits piled 
up against her on account of the wretch- 
eg condition of her streets and side- 
| walks, 

Now as to our asphalt pavements, 
| which we cannot give way and for which 
woe must do something! The extent of 
leur agspnait pavements ts not sufficient 
| to warrant the city in buying an expen- 
sive plant, and speaking in the family, 
I hope the quantity will not be added to 
‘to that extent. 

Like Topeka, I think a pavement not 
so complicated and far more durable, 
should be substituted, for asphalt—onc 
that does not contain so many elements 
of uncertainty and one that can be re- 
paired without too much paraphernalia, 

Heretofore we have paid more per 
square yard for patching asphalt,. where 
only the wearing surface had to be ap- 
plied, than we have to pay for the orig-

|ed as are the modern blocks, which treat- 
ment not Gnly preserves the blocks, but at 
‘the same time toughens the fiber of the 
wood and also makes the block impervi- 
ous to moisture, This commission pro- 
nounced the southern long leaf pine the 
|best material on earth for paving. 

Mr. B. T. Wheeler, superintendent of 
istreets, Boston, says the success of the 
|kreodone wood block pavement on the 
'Rush street bridge, Chicago, led him to 
_pave the Harvard bridge with a similar 
‘pavement. This bridge connects Boston 
and Cambridge and contains 12,000 
square yards of pavement. It is also sub- 
ject to very heavy traffic. Mr. Wheeler 
further says:

The most heavily traveled and busiest 
streets of the world are paved with wood 
blocks; among them are the Rue de Ri- 
vola, Paris, 42,035 vehicles daily; Ave- 
nue de L’Opera, Paris, 29,460; King Wil- 
Mam street, London, 26,793: Oxford, Lon- 
don, 16,598 teams daily. 

We have in our own city, on North ave- 
nue, three squares of crudely treated 
wood block pavement en concreie founda- 
tion, which has been down more than 
Seven years, and is today as good pave- 
ment as any in the city. Possibly 2 per 
cent of the blocks in the square between 
the two Peachtrees show signs of de- 
e*y, and the other two about | per cent 
show decay. I say crudely treated, be- 
cause I was told that the blocks were 
sawed from. green timber, brought from 
the saw mills to Atlanta and thrown if 
a caldron of boiling asphalt. Of conrse 
thig hermetically sealed the pores and 
Yocked in all the sap and other seeds of 
decay. The wonder is that so few of the 
blocks have decayed. 

The proper treatment is to place the 
‘blocks in an air tfght chamber and raise 
the temperature to 212 or 260 degrees 
Fahrenheit. When al) moisture-has been 
driven out and the blotks thoroughly 
‘seasoned, a vacuum is produced sufficient 
ito draw out everything from the pores, 
|The retort is then charged with creosote 
and rosin or oil, and by hydraulic pres-

If the blocks are sawed from sound,

In fact, tne constabulary is 
now looked on in army eircles as the 
beginning of our colonial army. When

bers now about 8,000. was started. The 
battalion nere is composed of eleven of- 
ficers and 280 enlisted men and a band 
of eighty pieces. This band tis one of 
the attractions at the fair and an inter- 
esting feature in connection with it is 
that the musicians were taught and 
trained by a southern negro. When the 
great band leader, Sousa, heard tnem he 
remarked that it was one of the most 
remarkable bands. he had ever listened 
to. The general opinion is that it is 
the best band that has yet been here: 

This battalion of constabulary is com- 
posed of men selected from tne various 
provinces. All of the Christian tribes 
are represented and in company “A” 
there are nine Moros of the Monamme- 
dan faith. These Moros are unique in 
that their religion prevenis their wear- 
ing a hat and they are allowed to wear 
a red ‘‘fez’’ instead of the regulation 
army cap. It was promised them when 
they enlisted that none of their religious 
customs should be interfered with and 
they are not required to eat meat as a | 
part of their rations. 

This battalion of constabulary is com- 
manded as ‘yet by white officers and is 
drilled and instructed in the 
duties of a soldier. They. submit splen- 
didly to discipline and those who have 
been in the Philippines with them are 
enthusiastic about the way they enjoy 
tignting. 

The scouts are different from the con- 
stabulary in that they are enlisted !n 
the army just as the other enlisted men 
are. There are four companies of scouts 
here, all of whom have seen service. 
They are commanded by white officers 
and in their military training compare 
favorably with any of the companies in 
the army. Many of the posts in the 


Philippines are garrisoned with these sol-

The Head Hunting Igorrote. 


Of all the savages here, though, the 
head-hunting, dog-eating, naked Igor- 
rote, in all his filth and barbaric -ig- 
norance, attracts tne most attention. 

The Igorrote is a fine race of barbarians, 
whose chief occupation in the Philippines 
is trying to cut off some enemy's head, 
eating -dog and dancing. Here at the 
fair they dance, eat dog. smoke stogies 
and seem to have a thoroughly good 
time. Up to tne present time their cos 
tumes, or lack of costumes, consists of 
a small strip of cloth tied around their 
waists and between their legs. The 
women fold a garment about them that 
to me, an inept fashion writer, looks 
like a sheet or table cloth, which does 
not add very muca to their figures. The 
male Igorrates are al] superbly form- 
ed, their legs especially being 
perfectly shaped. They postéss 
wonderful strength and one of 
them can lift a stone or log that it would 
take three strapping handle 
Most of have tattooed designs all 
over their the designs on tae wo- 
elaborate.

Celebrates By Dog Feast. 

The dog feast is considered the greatest 
treat an Igorrote can have and fs only 
held to celebrate some great occasion. In 
the Philippines whenever an  Igorrote 
succeeds in bringing home the head of an 
enemy he celebrates the occasion with 
a dog feast. Here at the fair the feastg 
are given to celebrate some event, 

On the feast days the Igorrotes will do 
work of any kind. They dance and 
frolic and gorge themselves on dog, bus 
work they wll not, 

The Igorrote dance Is like most savage 
dances, not much of a graceful caper. The 
women of the tribe take their positiop 
in the center of a circle and with @ 
slow, indolent movement revolve about, 
holding their arms straight out from the 
shoulder. The men dance around in @ 
circle, each holding in front of him ong 
of the brass tom-toms which they beat 
with a wooden stick. They assume a 
crouching position and have a shuffling 
foot very similar to the 
way our the old- 
time “buzzard jope.””.

TRAFFIC IN TURKISH RUGS, 


How They Are Purchased and 
Brought to Constantinople. 
(from The Milwaukee Sentinel.) 

“There is really no such thing as a 

Turkish. rug, despite the name,” said a 

“They 

are called Turkish because they are mar- 

principally from Constantinople, 
one of them is 


They come from Arabia, Persia, 
Afghanistan and Beloochistan, and aye 
picked up by Mahommedan traders, who 


| get them from the natives in exchange 
| for sacred images and pictures of ima- 


ges. Of course, the Mahommedan faith- 


|ful think that these are made by their 
| own 


countrymen, but, as a matter of 


fact, they are manufactured largely in 


England ang France, and are shipped to 


the Orient from there. It would be cer- 
tain death for an infidel Christian to 
engage in such a trade, and even the 
Mchammedan trader frequently pays for 


it with hia life. 


“It is only in the poor years that the 


natives are willing to sell their rugs, for 
| they are sacred to them, but when their 
| crops have 


been poor and their sheep 
and goats have failed them, then they 
are willing to sell these rugs, and the 
the supply have gréat 


“After they have been bought from the 
natives by these traders they are packed 
and then begins the journey 
They have

camels in one caravan when they arrived 
at Constantinople. wach camel can car- 
ry about 200 pounds of rugs, and it often 


| takes a caravan six momths to reach Con- 
| Stantinaple, 
| tation fs 


so the expense of transpor- 
a heavy one. Then they are 
shipped from Constantinople to Amer- 
ica, and it takes about twenty days to 
reach New York. 

“They have to pay import duty to the 
sultan when they cross the frontier, and 
then when they are exported they have 
another 2 per cent. If we want 
to inspect them before we ship them 
out of the country, we have to pay 20 
cent, so we ship them just as they 
come off the camels’ backs, in bales. 


| Fometimes when they arrive in this coun- 
| try we find in a shipment a rug whose 
' sacred emblems make it more 


valuable 
in Constantinople than in America, for 
rich Mohammedans in that city afe 
pay almost any price for @ 
prayer rug that has certain of these sa- 
cred emblems in its design. When we 
find such a rug we ship it back to Tur- 


key and sell it there, and make a bigger 
| profit 


than we would in America.”

Comparative Areas and Population. 

While this comparative consideration 
of the area of a state and a county show 
an almost incredible, not say a_ sur- 
prisingly unequal difference, let us pause 
long enough to look at the population of 
the two. The population of Rhode Island 
—distinctly a state of manufacturing 
citles—was about 400.000 jin 1900, while 
Coffee county had 16,169 inhabitants. If 
Providence and Newport, the two capi- 
tals of Rhode Island, were not included 
in the census report, the population of 
the smallest state in the union would be
